“Imagine a city iridescent by day, luminous by 
night, imperishable! Buildings — shimmering

Stein believes that the current crop of Boston 
buildings is bringing a new transparency to the 
city that is expanding our perception of public 
space, that hints at intimacy, that is blurring the 
demarcation between interior and exterior space.

When the BSA purchased the building at 52 Broad Street in 
downtown Boston in the late-1980s, we not only moved the 
BSA offices from the Back Bay into the renovated building in 
the Financial District, we also moved the BSA bookstore, which 
was from the Back Bay into our new building. Unfortunately, the 
early-1990s recession led to the closing of the bookstore, which 
was never a profitable enterprise and a special drain on BSA 
resources during the recession. 


Since that time, the BSA has leased the street-level floor to a 

variety of tenants — some related to architecture but most not. 
With the departure of the most recent street-level tenant a few 
months ago, we decided not to seek a new tenant immediately 


but instead to imagine how we might more wisely use that space 
to promote Boston architects and architecture. 


Thus, the notion of The Architecture Café — an idea, quite 
simply, that would combine architectural exhibits and related 
programming with a simple coffee shop along the lines of 
Starbucks or similar coffee and cold-pastry cafés. We are talking 
with a variety of established coffee retailers now and invite our 
readers to refer your favorite coffee vendor to Pamela de Oliveira- 
Smith at the BSA (psmith@architects.org).

The end of the Age of Icons? 


Atan MIT gathering last spring focusing on iconic 
architecture such as the Stata Center, Robert Venturi 
FAIA and Frank Gehry FAIA debated the role of 
‘image’ in the context of function and community. 
As institutions’ goals shift with diminished resources 
and calls for an end to ‘signature’ buildings, it is an 
opportune moment to consider questions of institu- 
tional image, the nature of quality, the role of cam- 
pus icons, and the responsibilities of institutions 
such as MIT to pursue architectural excellence.

Last year the BSA inaugurated an ambitious new 
program to promote research in architecture. With a 
focus on design as research, this program encourages 
inquiry not only into specific research topics but also 
into how design itself — the design process and the 
results of design — constitutes research. 


We allocated $65,000 last year for the first round 

of grants in amounts up to $10,000 for individuals, 
collaborative teams or organizations and up to 
$2,000 for students. We distributed the full $65,000 
to support nine research projects. Abstracts or 
summaries of the projects funded and of all of the 
applications we received last year are available at 
www.architects.org/education. 


This year the BSA Research Grants in Architecture 
program is offering $75,000 in grants. The 
application guidelines are available at the same 
web address noted above.

Is the surface fit for people? Sek tenes 
By 2050, it is projected, 30% of Americans will be 

over 60 and 45% of us between 65 and 69 (and over 

72% of people over 75) will have a functional or 

severe disability such as decreased vision and hearing, 

reduced stamina and balance, and a reduced capacity 

to respond to multiple physical challenges quickly. 

What does that mean for design? 


These issues associated with aging affect many 
people's ability to respond well to uneven pavement 
and flooring surfaces. This in turn affects people's 
willingness and ability to continue to get out and 
about, run errands, see friends, enjoy cultural and 
recreational events, and otherwise enjoy a full life. 


The Adaptive Environments Center in Boston offers 
a presentation — “Surfaces Fit for People” — that 
clarifies what these demographic changes mean for 
the design of sidewalks, walkways and plazas. For 
example, the beloved ‘Old City Hall pavers’ are de- 
signed to be ‘uniformly irregular’, thus creating a 
surface on which it is difficult for many people to 
walk — strollers and wheelchairs vibrate vehemently, 
women’s heels get caught, and people who shuffle 
simply cannot navigate the pavers at all. The result? 
..wheelchair users simply go into the street, women 
get hurt and people who might otherwise get about 
independently simply do not go where the walkway 
is so uneven. Other materials such as wire-cut brick, 
concrete, and granite can be installed as attractive, 
durable and smooth surfaces that are more suitable 
for people. And Boston Brick can be used in areas 
out of the pedestrian path while people-friendly 
materials can be used along highly trafficked paths. 
The design, specification and installation of these 
surfaces are key to a successful, safe and user-friendly 
sidewalk. The Adaptive Environments Center offers 
its presentation of these issues on a CD; for a free 
copy, e-mail chart@adaptenv.org.

State approves new oa aaa 


architecture program 
The Massachusetts Board of Higher Education 


voted in October to approve the creation of a new 
multidisciplinary professional Master of Architecture 
degree program at the University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst. 


This M. Arch. degree is the first to be offered at a 
public institution in New England. The course of 
study will be organized around an interdisciplinary 
curriculum engaging more than 30 faculty members 
in architecture, interior design, studio art, art 
history, public history, landscape architecture and 
regional planning, building materials and wood 
technology, engineering, environmental science, and 
management. Students in the program also are able 
to take classes through the Five College consortium 
that includes the University and Amherst, 
Hampshire, Mt. Holyoke and Smith Colleges. 


Kathleen Lugosch AIA, director of the new 
Architecture + Design Program, which is within 

the Department of Art and Art History, noted that 
the goal of the program is to “train professionals 
who are better prepared to serve the public good 
and are more connected to society and its changing 
technological, environmental and sociological 
demands.” Lugosch observed that a secondary 
mission is to broaden the understanding of the built 
environment and promote visual and spatial literacy 
among students not engaged in design as well as 
members of the public. 


The National Architectural Accrediting Board 
(NAAB) granted candidacy status to the University 
of Massachusetts program in 2002 and noted 

that this program had the potential to create “a 
new model for architectural education.” NAAB is 
scheduled to review the Massachusetts program for 
accreditation in 2008. 


The university will be accepting applications for 

the pilot curriculum in the Fall of this year. For the 
first few years, admission will be limited to a dozen 
students per year and a three-year program will 

be available to students who hold undergraduate 
degrees in disciplines other than architecture. Eligible 
students who have completed a BFA in design at 
the university and other students who have earned a 
four-year undergraduate degree in architecture or a 
five-year NAAB-accreditted bachelor of architecture 
from another institution may complete the program 
in two years in a “4 + 2 track”.

It was a wonderful moment designed to rec- 
ognize the enormously significant role Campbell has 
played locally and nationally for many decades as an 
advocate, critic, reporter and poet.

ticular note was the generous contribution by archi- 
tectural photographer Peter Vanderwarker of many 
of his photographs of Boston and visual artist Brian 
Knap, whose delightful installation greeted party- 
goers as they entered. The raw space was turned into 
a magical nighttime wonderland of art, literature 
and architecture.

Architects honor house leader 


In November at Build Boston, the Massachusetts 
architectural community took the opportuni- 

ty to honor Massachusetts Speaker of the House of 
Representatives Salvatore DiMasi for his thought- 
ful support of a broad range of urban design, smart 
growth and related livable communities initiatives. 


DiMasi, a Democrat representing the city of Boston, 
succeeded to the Speaker's role when long-time 
Speaker Tom Finneran unexpectedly left the post for 
the private sector a few months ago. DiMasi is a vet- 
eran state legislator, had been Finneran’s second-in- 
command for the past two years, and is perceived as 
a far more progressive legislator than his predecessor. 


Over the last two decades, the AIA Massachusetts/ 
BSA Legislative Affairs Committee has worked close- 
ly with a number of legislative leaders on Beacon 
Hill and has developed relationships that have 
proved to be invaluable when seeking advice and 
support for legislative initiatives. The architectur- 

al community in Massachusetts has come to under- 
stand more fully the significant role legislators play 
in shaping the building industry and we urge archi- 
tects and our allies to help us work with state legis- 
lators interested in enriching the natural and built 
environments, our communities, and our profession. 


We are now planning our annual visit to Beacon 
Hill and this year; it is on May 3 and we urge all 
architects in Massachusetts to put that date in your 
calendar, It is a three-hour commitment that has 
enhanced architects’ influence in public policy 
processes immeasurably.

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Architects and clients shape 
training program 


March 9 is the registration deadline for the sixth 
annual class in the BSA’s Young Designers Professional 
Development Institute (YDPDI), which begins in 
March 2005 and runs through February 2006. This is 
the program that brings young designers together for 
four hours each month for 12 months of training in 
basic office and practice skills. 


This unique training opportunity has proved to be an 
effective means of helping young designers make the 
transition from school to work. Over the course of 
the year, the young designers enrolled in this program 
are taught basic writing skills, project management 
skills, presentation skills, finance and budgeting 
management, and a good deal more. Classes are 
limited to 20.

To enrich this program, the BSA has formed a new 
alliance with the New England Chapter of CoreNet 
Global, the professional association of corporate real- 
estate managers.

The focus of these two collaborative 
programs will be partnering and negotiation skills, 
the same two sessions that already engage young 
contractors in the YDPDI year-long course. 


The YDPDI program was honored recently by the 
national AIA, which described the BSA’s engagement 
of allied professionals such as young contractors and 
clients in the program as “a stroke of genius.”

Are architects responsible 
for ADA compliance? 


Ata recent meeting of the BSA Access Committee, 
Boston construction law attorneys David Hatem 

and Kenneth Walton of Donovan Hatem argued 
that architects are not ultimately responsible for 
ADA compliance. Hatem and Walton noted that 
federal judges in some jurisdictions have ruled that 
architects are responsible for ADA compliance and in 
other jurisdictions judges have ruled that architects 
are not responsible. 


Hatem bases his argument that architects should not 
be subject to liability under the ADA in the design 
of buildings and facilities on arguments such as 
these: 


& architects are not typically owners, operators or BSA | Jan 2005 


lessees as defined by the ADA; 


& architects typically do not control the building or 
its operations; it is the building owner's project — 
an architect does not control a facility and thus 
cannot redesign any element of a facility against 
the client’s wishes; if a court finds a building to be 
out of compliance, Hatem argues that it should 
order the owner, not the architect, to remedy the 
situation; and, 


& changes in policies and practice after design and 
construction can be made by a building owner 
after the architect’s work is complete; as civil 
rights legislation, the ADA’s reach far exceeds an 
architect's influence or control over a building 
design. 


Hatem’s firm recently represented an architecture 
firm in an ADA complaint involving a baseball 
stadium. Although the judge ruled that the 
specific design of the accessible seating was not 

in compliance with the ADA’s requirements, she 
deferred judgement on the issue of the architect's 
responsibility. As we go to press, the judge has not 
yet ruled on this issue.

New tax law aids architects 
and engineers...or does it? 


In October President Bush signed the new “jobs” 
tax bill into law and, according to a report in 
Architectural Record, architecture and engineering 
firms are major beneficiaries receiving a $358 million 
tax break. Specifically, for this tax year and next, 
design firms may deduct 3% of their net revenues 
from projects undertaken in the U.S. and the 
break increases to 6% for the 2007-2009 tax years. 
After that, it becomes 9%. This new tax deduction 
applies to revenues derived from architectural and 
engineering services produced by sole proprietors, 
partnerships, LLCs, subchapter S corporations, and 
C corporations, according to Architectural Record. 


More than one Boston-area architect has expressed 
anger at what they perceive to be an irresponsible 
and unnecessary tax break that will only burden 
the next generation and further the perception of 
architecture as a commodity.

For many years in the 1990s, the BSA provided 
firms with a unique marketing service designed 

and administered by building industry marketing 
wizard Jill Weber. The service provided strategic 
marketing consultations at the BSA for principals of 
firms, typically small firms, that lacked marketing 
professionals on staff. The service also served 

larger firms seeking a fresh look at their marketing 
strategies. 


The BSA has revived the service and it is 
administered by marketing/communications/public 
relations veteran Kathleen Soldati. A BSA activist 
for several years, Soldati also runs her own firm — 
Soldati PR — in New Hampshire. 


An innovative marketer, Soldati has 30 years of 
experience at all levels of management and marketing 
— from the sales floor to the corner office. She has 
directed national marketing for an architecture firm 
for which she launched a new strategic marketing 
initiative that featured personal branding of 
architects in numerous vertical markets. She has also 
taught marketing workshops for the BSA, for SMPS, 
the BAC, the University of New Hampshire, and the 
U.S. Agency for International Development. 


The services Soldati provides through the BSA in- 
clude a half-day strategy meeting with firm prin- 
cipals, a follow-up report with recommendations, 
follow-up training for the firm’s marketing/PR staff 
and, if desired, periodic follow-up troubleshooting/ 
coaching services.

& the projection of a surplus to ensure the availabil- 
ity of funds for BSA building renovations, operat- 
ing reserves, the impacts of significant downturns 
in the economy and other predictable and unpre- 
dictable events. 


As the charts above reflect, only about 44% of the 

BSA’s income is generated by members’ dues; the 

balance is user fees and other program and service 

income. This low proportion of dues income is 4 
unusual and reflects the extraordinary effectiveness of - 
BSA programming in generating revenue and enabling 

the BSA to function efficiently and effectively without 

significant annual dues increases.
